James V>. Uiinler, a refugee from Iho for- 


est flre=, lin arrived in Now fork, and furr 
oishrs Ihe papers with an account of his 
terrible eiparieirca during tbo b're. 


Mr. Hunler'sstory is at once graphic and 


thiilllug. lie realJud.at I'osllilgq with lijs 
wife and lilile child/ eaven years of age. 
There home was about three miles from the 
town, |ust at the edgebf astrlp ot forest. 
Their had lieen fires In the woods and prai- 
ries for a ween previously, and night after 
night they had sat at Ihe windows, gazlnz 
upon the gorgeous panorama of rhino, 
smoke and sparkling cinders. Very little, II 
any fear was entertained, as the course ol 
the1 fire neerneJ awiy from tha: town. Oii 
Sunday night they attended church in tbe 
village. They and Marline, retired to rest! 
early, wholly unsuspecting the fearml peril 
thit washOon to overwhelm them. 


At about midnight tliey Sere aroused by 


tbeioar and crackling oilhenamcs. Atflrsl 
they were almost petrified with atnazernenl 
ind fear. Tbe blazing woods seemed march- 
ing upon tljcm. Abnskbieeie was stirring, 
but tbe strong currents of hot air ra?ed to 
and fro with a horrid, howling sound. Quick- 
ly dressing, they lushed to the yard. The 
sky was thick with smoke, and showers of 
sparks were hurled hither and thither, as- 
sailing their faces, eyes arid clothing.
